Scheinflug has been presented with inter- 
national matches of the right calibre, at not 
far from just the right time. 

Backing the efforts of Scheinflug, his staff 
and players, is the expertise of West Nally, 
this time operating in their‘own right. 

AUSTRALIAN SOCCER WEEKLY’s parting of 
the curtain last week to reveal how profes- 
sionally this organisation operates on the 
world-wide sports stage was an eye-opener 
to a great many avid Soccer followers. 

Once again a worthwhile future is loom- 
ing, even allowing for the growing stature of 
our neighbours and opponents from Asia 
and Oceania. 

The Australian Soccer Federation's Brian 
Emery can point to the probability that many 
of the Asians are prepared to have us join in 
more closely with them — far more so than 
was ever the case previously. What a boost 
that will be to the code over the next 10 years 
if this present flickering flame can be fanned 
into a fire. 

At the. same time, on the club front, we 
have been through Philips Soccer League 
rounds where the crowds were down as far 
as 19,000 in one particular round. The top has 
been of the order of 40,000, and probably the 
average stands at 28,000 admissions. 

Simply stated, and adding the occasional 
big State League crowd around Australia of 
which Croatia-Blacktown Demons in Sydney 
was a recent excellent example, that is not 
within a bull’s roar of being food enough. 

Certainly not in these days when one 
competitor code can walk into Sydney and 
set up shop with better home crowds than 
any club of any code in the city.

Actually the Rules code is not all ‘go’. In 
spite of its size, the word is that their Mel- 
bourne crowds have dipped alarmingly this 

ear.

GOVERNMENT BACK 
SPORTS FACILITIES

The Federal Government will spend nearly $2 million this 
financial year on Soccer facilities adjacent to Canberra’s Nation- 


al Sports Centre. 
The facilities are not only 
a giant step forward for the 
Australian Institute of 
Sport’s Soccer squad, but 
also for Soccer generally. 
These facilities, if re- 
quested, could be made 
available Australian na- 
tional squad purposes. 
The Nafioael Sports 
Centre is next door to 
Bruce Stadium — Canberra 
Arrows’ home ground, - 
The new facilities are: 
* a magnificent 30 v 50 
metre astro-turfed indoor 
training hall with associated 
facilities such as video 
rooms, offices and sauna; 
® seperate, open-air syn- 
thetically-turfed training 
pitch, some 110 v 75 
mnetres; 
® separate, grassed train- 


ing pitch, specially marked 
into 20-metre squares for 
training purposes. 

The near-$2 million pro- 
jected expenditure on Soc- 
cer facilities is part of an $8 
million Budget allocation 
to upgrade facilities for 
sports represented at the 
AIS, who rent the space in 
the National Indoor 
Centre. 

The NCDC sources said 
that sketch plans of the 
Soccer facilities. would be 
completed by the end of the 


year. 
“Work should begin in 
January or February,” an 
NCDC spokesman said. 
“The contracts will be on 
a project management 
technique basis so that we 
are designing as we are con- 


structing,” 

The director of Soccer 
coaching at AIS, Jimmy 
Shoulder, said the facilities 
were a ‘‘magnificent 
development”. 

“We have been working 
to make them possible for a 
very long tinie,” Shoulder 
said. 

“When I say we, I mean 
people like the national co- 
aching director Eric Wor- 
thington, myself and many 
others.” 

Shoulder said the 
facilities would be world- 
class. 

“But they are by no 
means the end of the Soc- 
cer-story in Canberra. We 
are working on other 
developments for the 
future.”

World Cup committee 
chairman, Peter McCann, 
says the option is still open, 
provided that the Cosmos’ 
new contract players are of 
the calibre promised and 
the match-fee is more 
Tealistic. 


“T am afraid that their 
parent company, Warner 
Communications, will have 
to drop the present asking 
price of $60,000 a match for 
us to be interested,” he 
said. 


Victoria expects to play 
Cosmos between October 
10-17, and they will need a 
far stronger team than the 
one they turned out against 
Watford.

Probably the most loved and respected English football player of 
all time is the one and only Bobby Chariton. 


Although retired for the 
past 10 years, Charlton 
still commands the re- 
spect and idolation he 
had when he was a player 
with Manchester United 
and England. 

This living legend is the 
epitomy of the perfect 
superstar. 

Despite his tremendous 
feats in the game, he’s 
modest, unassuming, al- 
ways polite and the per- 
fect gentleman. 


Bobby Charlton was a 
‘real’ star and his career 
reached its pinnacle in 
1966, when -he was a 
member of the England 
team that downed West 
Germany 4-2 at Wembley, 
to win the World Cup. 


Mind you, this was just 
one of the. many major 
honours Chariton 
captured in his disting- 
uished career. 


Along with other all- 
time greats Bobby Moore 
and Billy Wright, Charlton 
is one of the elite band of 
three players who have 
played more than 100 full 
internationals for 
England. 


if ever there was a man 
to head a series of coach- 
ing clinics for kids it is 
Bobby Chariton. 


Charlton’s honour list is 
legendary. With Man- 
chester United he won 
three League champion- 
ship Ws and an FA 
Cup winners medal (He 
also appeared on the los- 
ing side in two other 
Wembley Cup finals). 


He captained United to 
a European Cup win when 
they beat Benfica 4-1 at 
Wembley in 1968. Two 
years before that he was 
voted European and Eng- 
fand Footballer of the 
year. 


Between 1958 and 1970, 
he established two na- 
tional records — most ap- 
pearances for England 
(106) and most goals (49), 
including four hat-tricks. 


He was also awarded 
the MBE for his services to 
the game. 


His playing record with 
United is nothing short of 
amazing. 

He played 606 league 
games for the club and 
scored 198 goals. 


He played in four World 
Cup campaigns for his be- 
loved England. 

This is a record second 
to none when you take 
into consideration, that 
this marvellous sportsman 
miraculously escaped in- 
jury, in the tragic Munich 
air disaster that destroyed 
the ‘Busby Babes’ in 1958. 

Born in the prolific foot- 
ball nursery in ‘Geordie- 
land’ in the North of Eng- 


land, Charlton really 
made his name as a deep 
lying centre-forward. 


His great skills, spec- 
tacular goals, superb pas: 
sing and tireless effort, 
thrilled football fans 
throughout the world. 


Not only was this man 
one of the superstars of 
all time, he was an hon- 
est, professional and a 
man with humility and 
Passion. 


When he retired, he be- 
came manager of second 
division club Preston Nor- 
th End, but his sortie into 
the managerial ranks was 
temporary.

Charlton is a director of 
the Wigan Athletic club 
that has recently gained 
admission into the English 
league.
